For  Campus  Audience 

“Anastasia,”  the  story  of  a resurrected  Russian  princess, 
will  have  its  premier  Wednesday  night  in  the  Smith  Auditor- 


Spotinghting  the  activities  of  Homecoming  Week  “An- 
astasia” will  run  through  Saturday  night. 

According  to  the  events  on  which  the  play  is  based,  Anas- 
tasia, the  17-year-old  daughter  of  Czar  Nicholas  of  Russia,  was 
carried  off  after  only  being  seriously  wounded  from  the  scene 
of  the  shooting  of  her  royal  family  in  1918,  one  year  after  the 
historic  revolution. 

It  sems  that  she  was  smuggled  out  of  the  country;  later 
in  Berlin,  when  she  found  herself  alone,  she  tried  to  drown  her- 
self in  the  Landwehy  Canal. 

The  unhappy  girl  was  again  rescueed  and  committed  to  an 
institution  for  21/,  years.  During 
this  time  she  steadfastly  refused 
to  identify  herself;  however,  she 
eventually  confided  her  story  to 
one  of  the  nurses. 

It  is  from  this  point  that  the 
play  begins  and  unfolds  one  of 
the  most  amazing  plots  of  con- 
spiracy. It  is  from  this  point  that 
the  audience  feels  the  anxiety  of 
a young  girl  who  desperately 
fumbles  with  half  awakened 
memories,  and  the  love  she  finds 
in  this  awakening.
